CUBS TOPPLED 7-6 SATURDAY 


Santa Ana Waits For San?Welty Tosses Scoring Pass 


Mateo Challenge 


Possibilities for a state champion- 
ship game with San Mateo waned to- 
day as no positive statement concern- 
ing such a match had been receive 
here from the northern school. 

Santa Ana jaysee officials have in- 
dicated that they will hold to their 
former decision “to let San Mateo 
make the first move.” 

Dean McKee Fisk, representing 
Santa Ana should negotiations for the 
game materialize, said he was in 
favor of such a game if financial dif- 
ficulties could be: ironed out. It 
would cost about $750 to send a repre- 
sentative squad north, and the school 
is not financially able to stand that 
expense at present, Fisk opined. How- 
ever, if a substantial . guarantee is 
made, this greatest. difficulty would 
be out of the way. 

Game :‘May Be Here 

Asked yesterday if there was a pos- 
sibility of playing here, Bill..Cook, 
Don coach, replied in the affirmative. 
If the titular contest is played here, 
Santa Ana will split gate. receipts 
with the Bulldogs, it is reported. 

In addition to the large expense 
necessary-to send a team north, the 
Southern California junior college 
conference moguls have gone on re- 


cord in the past as being distinctly 
opposed to inter-sectional games. 
Santa Ana was criticized for arrang- 
ing their state title with Sacramento 
four years ago. 

- Fisk also pointed out that there are 
several major differences in eligibil- 
ity rules governing the northern and 
southern divisions. 

After their gruelling struggle at 
Los Angeles Saturday, Bill Cook gave 
his Dons a rest Monday, the squad 
returning to practice yesterday. Prac- 
tice will be discontinued unless a defi- 
nite decision is reached with San 
Mateo this week. 

Santa Ana came through its South- 
ern California championship joust 
minus a single major injury, every 
man on the team reporting for prac- 
tice yesterday. 

A census among Santa Ana players 
and coaching staff made one point 
clear—the Dons are ready and will- 
ing to play San Mateo. The squad has 
already gone farongh 12 long, hard 
weeks of steady drill, yet, not a man 
on the squad voiced disapproval of 
another big game.

Back in the days of the ancients 
when pigskin referred to the hide of 
an animal rather than to a sport, Old 
Moses stroked his beard and smote an 
unlikely looking rock with his staff to 
bring forth a stream of ye olde H2O 
while all around him cynical betters 
were staking their last shekel that 
he couldn’t do it. 

Saturday afternoon, with all bet- 
ters, scribes, and coaches. of. note 
against. them Santa Ana’s dauntless 
Dons tucked the hide of the luckless 
porker under their arms and fought 
their way to a’ smashing 7 to 6 vic- 
tory over a mighty aggregation of 
turfmen from ‘the’“Big City”. . and 
one of the greatest: upsets in jaysee 
gridiron history this-season. 

Instituting the same tactics.’ that 
drove Fullerton ‘to. the wall in the 
traditional Thanksgiving Day tussle, 
Harold Welty’s pass to Walt Gunther 
in the latter part of the second period 
gave the locals their winning tally. 
Welty booted the hidebound pill 
through the uprights for the deciding 
point. |. 

The L. A. boys were determined 
that things should assume their cor- 
rect proportions and proceeded to 
back: the Dons to within spitting dis- 
tance of their goal posts five times 
during the last half. The fourth quar- 
ter gave them their break, and cul- 
minating a 50 yard drive, the Los An- 
geles Cubs crossed the local tally 
stripe for six points but failed to 
make the conversion good.

"Varied Nativity Observance

In our country Santa Claus and the birth of Christ hewe 
become intimately associated. One prosaic explanation is that
